Melville, La., May 17 (By A. P.).—A 
raging torrent of muddy flood waters 
today in six hours completely in 
undated. Melville, a town of 1,000 in- 
habitants on the west bank of the 
Atchafalaya river, approximately _ 120 
miles northwest of New Orleans, under 
8 to 10 feet of water. 

Pouring through a crevasse 2,500 feet 
wide, with a rushing current of 30 
miles an hour, waters. 20 feet deep 
tossed about and demolished 35 to 40 
houses directly in its path. 

While no loss of life was confirmed 
by the flood relief authorities, Melville 
residents said approximately. ten 
negroes trying to wade through the 
surging waters up to their necks to 
the railroad: embankment, were swept 
from their feet and drowned. The fate 
of between 35 and 40 persons at the 
nearby Rosa plantation, including sev- 
eral whites,. was. unknown tonight, but 
it was believed they were trapped by 
the. swift flow of,the waters before 
they could reach high ground. 

Two planters reported the loss of 400 
cattle, engulfed by the crevasse waters, 
while several hundreds of mules, horses, 
hogs and poultry were believed to have 
drowned. 


Break as Town Sleeps. 


New Orleans, La., May 17 (By A. P.). 
Conquering its earthen, man-made bar- 
riers, the swollen Atchafalaya, fed by 
the Mississippi floodwaters, today add- 
ed Melville, La., to the long list of towns 
that. have’ been ‘inundated during the 
present flood. 

Leaving inhabitants viewing | the 
remnants of their town from levee ‘tops 
as they awaited rescue boats, the water's 
raced southward and. westward to join 
those flowing through the Bayou des 
Glaises - breaks, which already © have 
spread 40 miles down the valley to Pal- 
metto:” Palmetto is approximately 50 
miles northwest of Baton: Rouge.

Every precaution wrs. urged against

President Coolidge praised the medi- 
cal men as he has praised few other 
professions. He told of the heroism 
of those who have worked with deadJy 
germs and permitted themselves to be 
inoculated with disease so that others 
might be saved, and cited examples of 
how the profession has advanced civili- 
zation. 

World Looks to Doctors. 


“It is to your profession, in its broad- 
est sense, untrammeled by the con- 
tentions of different schools,” he said, 
“that the world may look for large 
contributions toward its regeneration, 
physically, mentally and spiritually, 
when not force but reason will hold 
universal sway. 

“As human beings gain in individual 
perfection,“so the world will gain in 
social perfection, and we may hope..to

Says People, Too Proud 
for Charity, Are Debt- 
Ridden by lils. 


HOPES FOR UNNAMED. 
AND UNSEEN SERVICE 


Age of Medical Pioneering Is 
at an End, Declares 
New President. 


A plea for*the endowment of hos- 
pitals for the great middle class of 
Americans was voiced last night by Dr. 
Jabez North Jackson, of Kansas City. 
Mo., after,he had been installed as 
president of the American Medical as- 
sociation in the Arcadia auditorium. 

Middle class Americans, Dr. Jackson 
said, usually are too proud to go to 
outright charity hospitals, and yet are 
left hopelessly in debt if they patronize 


that a service could be rendered to such 
people which would be “unseen and un- 
named.” 

The problem of the city hospital for 
the poor is an acute one, said Dr. Jack- 
son, but the problem of the hospital 
for the middle class is even more 80. 

“What. of the situation of that large 
and worthy class, sometimes called the 
middleman, ofttimes the finest of 
God’s creatures?” he asked. “A young 
‘man of splendid character has com- 


him a worthy citizen for a life of valu- 
table service. He has married a fine 
young woman; ‘maybe my daughter, 
maybe. yours. 

Pictures Man’s Plight. 


“Perhaps they have been blessed 
with a splendid child, or possibly two. 
This young man may some day be a 
millionaire. . Today as an apprentice 
he receives only a modest salary. -With 
it through much prudent thought and 
sometimes denial they are starting @ 
happy and promising family and home. 
When the necessary monthly bills are 


little or nothing. 

““The-.wife.is stricken-with an attack 
of acute appendicitis and an opera~ 
tion is requitéd. He case is a serious 
oné.and the services of a skilled nurse 
are required—in this day of ‘labor 
hours’ in nursing, possibly two, maybe 
three, each at $8 a day. 

“She recovers and-is happy. But 
when he calls at the office for his 
bill and then consults his bank bal- 
ance he finds he is left hopelessly in 
debt for a long time to come. He 
would not accept charity brandet as 
such. Heisaman. This circumstance 
is not due to the expense of medical 
service. His surgeon waits—gladly and 
without pressing. He may decline to 
present. a bill at all. It is no criticism 
of any one. But the problem is there. 


Sees Higher Service. 


“Men of wealth have contributed 
most generously to the endowment of 
institutions of research, and we bow 
in acknowledgment of such wonderful 
contributions for the. fiture good of 
mankind. The appeal of charity has 
likewise touched the heart and reached 
the pocket of men for contributions 
to absolute charity. And for such we 
give praise. But is there not possibly 
a higher service still, a service which 
unseen’ and unnamed is rendered to 
the man who is a man, though neither 
rich or pauper—the fellow who builds 
a world, generous to rich and Pauper 
alike.” 

Traces Profession’s ‘igen: 


Tracing the history of the medical 
profession from the old-fashioned doc- 
tor, who used’ to ride around in his 
buggy carrying a bag of medicines, 
to the doctor of today, who travels in 
an autoniobdile, 


@ specialist, Dr. Jackson declared that 
the age of medicial pioneering is about 
at an end and that the profession must . 
now build on the foundation laid by 
the pioneers. — 

“The doctor of today,” he said, 
“faces the future quite a different man 
from the one who entered medicine a 
generation ago. Then his equipment 
was a rather meager education with 


the knowledge of the past and aided 
by all the resources that science can 
add. 

“Much will be pee of him, much 
cooperation required. The laboratory’ - 
and the hospital must be at his com- 
mand, .for the people of today have 
been educated to a new standard of 
service.”

Means for combating the increasing 
mumber of deaths caused by heart dis- 
@ase by forming heart committees 
among medical bodies and by studying 
more extensively the diseases of the 
heart were organized at the convention 
of the American Heart association yes- 
terday at the Willard hotel. 

. Heart, disease, it. was brought out, 
is now. the principal cause of death in 
the United States and, indeed, causes 
nearly twice as many deaths as any 
other disease. It has assumed this 
formidable place in recent years, for 
not many years ago physicians point 
out, heart disease was not so great a 


cause of death as some other common 
diseases. 

It was because of: the alarming in- 
crease in deaths from heart disease 
that the association was formed in 1922 
for the purpose of tombating the trend 
by greater study of the heart and by 
enlisting ability and expert knowledge 
to the cause of this study. - 

Physicians are at a loss to explain 
what has caused the increase. There 
is No medical authority, it is said, for 
assuming that modern high-pressure 
methods of living, modern abjuration 
of the simple life for complication and 
speed, has anything to.do with it. 

However, it is observed that the in- 
crease in citics has been greater than 
the increase in the country. Dr. Rob- 
ert H. Halsey, of New York, chairman 
of the executive committee of the as- 
sociation, explained that perhaps it is 
because peopel now are living longer 
and because the death rate from heart 
disease in the older-agé groups is much 
higher. 


Life Span Increabed. 


The span of life, he pointed out, has 
been greatly increased in the last two 
or three decades. The rate of deaths 
etm heart disease experienced a great 

ump after the age of 40. At the age of 

30 the death rate per 100,000 popula- 
tion from heart disease is 40. At the 
age of 40 it is 100, and at the age of 
90 it is 7,000. 

This, however, does not account for 
the increase in cities over the increase 
in the country. Washington ranks 
fourth among the cities of the nation 
in deaths from heart disease, with 232 
average deaths per 100,000 population. 
St. Louis is first, with 257 average 
deaths, and New York second with 255. 
The country-wide average is 188 deaths, 
compared with 132 in 1900.

Dr. Lewis brought out this informa- 
tion..in a report on experiments con- 
ducted at the medical school. The re- 
sults were startling to those in attend- 
ance. Dr. Lewis gave evidence to show 
that from infancy to 9 months old 
there was a remarkable difference in 
the development of babies fed on certi- 
fied and on pasteurized milk. ‘The cer- 
tified milk babies had a considerable 
advantage over the pasteurized milk 
babies in getting a good start in life. 

The combined bodies discussed 
means for establishing certified milk 
throughout the country. The stand- 
ards have been finally settled, it was 
pointed, and all that. now remains in 
the program is to establish certified 
milk.

To Honor T heir War Dead 


Convention 


Summerall Praises 500 Men of Medical Corps Who Fell 
in Address Before Physicians Who Journeyed to 
Arlington to ) Pay Homage.

The convention of the American 
Medical association was halted yéster- 
ney to Arlington National cemetery 
and pay tribute to the 600 army physi- 
cians who dieti in thé world war, 

“Theirs was not the choice where 
they would serve or how they would 
serve,” sald Maj, Gen. Charles P, Sum- 
merall, chief of, staff. “That they could 
serve was the limit of their desires. 
In peace their life’s ambition had been 
the pervention and eradication of the 
ills which plague mankind; in war they 
sought—to the limits of the power of 
man—to heal the wounds of battie 
and to better prepare our eod for 
the hardships and toil Which were to 
be’ encountered on the fields of battle.” 

Dr. Wendell C. Phillips, retiring presi- 
dent’ of the American Medical associa 
tion, placed a-wreath on the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. Dr. Hubert Work, 
Secretary of the Interior, presided over 
the exercises. The Rev. Joseph R. 
Sizoo, pastor of New York Avenue Pres- 
byterian church, pronounced the invo- 
cation and benediction. 

Baron de Cartier, the Belgian Ambas- 
sador, followed Gen. Summerall in pay- 
ing tribute to the physicians “who went 
-over,. but did not come back.” 

Gen. Summerall, who was in com- 
mand of the First division overseas, 
told the story of a young lieutenant in 
the medical corps whom he saw work- 
ing in a first aid station at the front. 
He was working frantically, the general 
said, when he suddenly discovered that 
he had run, out of bandages. Calling 
to a stretcher bearer, the li¢uténant 
told him to run to regimental head- 


quarters “and send me more bandages; 
day so that the delegatés could jotir- | 


quick.” 

“Those were the last words,” said 
Gen. Symmerall. “A shell burst in the 
courtyard. Reverently he was buried 
by the’ soldiers of his regiment, with 
that last bandage—now reddened with 
his Yigg blood—still tightly held in his 
hand.’ 

Baron de Cartier recalled that the 
first American soldiers to be killed in 
the world war were members of the 
medical: corps Lieut. William T. Fit- 
zimmons and Privates Rudolph Rubino, 
Oscar C, Tugo and Leslie G. Woods— 
who were killed when the Germans 
bombed a base hospital at Dannes- 
Camiers, France, September 14, 1917. 

“These men who lie here,” said the 
Ambassador. “have given their” lives 
that others may live. To them an ini- 
Measurable debt of gratitude is due, 
not only by their comrades of the ‘allied 
armies, but even by their adversaries, 
many of whom, left wounded on the 
field of battle, they rescued from the 
jaws of death at the peril of their 6wh [ 
lives. How many thousands of men 
are alive today, who, but for the 
ministtations of she medical corps, 
would have perished! 

“How many homes, of both friend 
and foe, have been made happy by the 
return of their loved ones, saved 
through the efforts of those whom we 
havé come to honor today! 

“They have not only served their 
country; they jhave served htimanity 
itself! Their deeds live after them and 
are to them a tribute more eloquent 
than any that can be uttered by the 
lips of mortal man.”

System Is Presented

yesterday at the Roosevelt hotél, 

Under the new arrangement, blood 
transfusions are madé during the opera-. 
tion, rather than before or after the 
operation. The donor of the blood is 
present at the operation, standing be- 
side thé tabie;‘and givés the blood as 
it is needed. 

In the past, it was explained, blood 
transfusions have been given before the 
operation and the benefit of the blood 

often was not sufficient to enable the 
patient to withstand a long surgical 
procedure. Sometimes the transfusions 
were given after the operation when, as 
it often turned out, so much damage 
had been done the patient by the 
operation as to render the transfusion 
ineffective in réstoring vitality suffici- 
ent for recovery. 

It often happened in these cases that 
the patient.died on the table or shortly 
after being removed from it, it was 
pointed out. However, under the new 
arrangement, the transfusion is given 
at the most opportune time.

WOMAN DENIES STORY 
OF JAPANESE SERVANT 


Doctor Who Attended Ray- 
mond Tells of Condition; 
Did Not Conceal Bruises. 


Hall of Justice, Los Angeles, May 17 
(By A. P.).—After putting six witnesses 
on the stand this morning, the State 
announced that it had completed its 
case in the trial of Paul Kelly, film 
actor, for the murder of Ray Raymond, 
musical comedy actor. 

Chief of the prosecution’s witnesses 
today were Max Wagner, roommate of 


Kelly, and Perry Askom, actor in the 
“Castles in the Air,” Raymond’s musical 
comedy company, and friend of the 
dead actor. 

Wagner, a film actor, related Kelly’s 
description to him of the fight, in 
which the State contends Kelly beat 
Raymond in a fight over the love of 
Dorothy Mackaye, actress, known as 
Raymond’s wife, from which, it is al- 
Jeged, the song-and-dance man died. 

Wagner’s memory had to be re- 
freshed by reading a record of testis 
mony he' gave to the grand jury. He 
affirmed the testimony, which was to 
the effect that Kelly had told him Ray- 
mond accused him of living with his 
wife, and then Kelly said he struck 
Raymond. 

Wagner testified that Kelly told him 
Raymond threatened to knock him 
down and that he (Kelly) knocked the 
stage actor down two or three times. 

That Kelly withdrew $800 from the 
bank the following week and gave it to 
Wagner with instructions to give it to 
Miss Mackaye, was testified by the wit- 
ness. He said he took it to Miss Mack- 
aye and that Kelly told him she needed 
it for expenses at the hospital and fu- 
neral. 


Miss Mackaye’s Denial. 


Perry Askom, a friend of Raymond, 
told of seeing Raymond after the beat- 
ing and said the actor was sober. Ray- 
mond’s mouth was bleeding and one eye 
was closed, he said. 

Dorothy Mackaye denied on the stand 
today that she had ever passed the 
night with Kelly at his apartment. 

Miss Mackaye was called as the first 
defense witness after the State had 
rested in the presentation of its case. 

She was asked if she had at any 
time passed the night with Kelly at his 
home and had breakfast served by his! 
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pital, were 

as “hypnotic lethargy,” but even the 
doctors tried in vain to draw the_ 
sleeping woman out of her/Aypnotic 
trance. 

Meanwhile, the police had traced 
the thief through one of the stolen 
articles which they found in the 
possession of a receiver of stolen 
goods.

not. a felony and cannot serve . as 
ground for disbarment of an attorney, 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals held in effect here today in va- 


cating a temporary barment order 
against Frank W. Battoe, a Nebraska 
lawyer. 

Bartos appealed from a three-year 
disbarment imposed by the Nebraska 
Federal district court for moral turpi- 
tude and vjolation of his oath after he 
had pleaded guilty to the manufacture 
and possession of 700 quarts of home 
brew. He did not appeal from the con- 
viction. | 

The decision, written by Judge Rob- 
ert Lewis, of Denver, and concurred in 
by Judges William S. Kenyon, of Iowa, 
and~.Jacob Trieber, of Arkansas, de- 
clared Bartos had committed no felony 
and was ‘guilty of no malpractice and 
that “a court has no regulatory power 
over the private life of a member of 
the bar.” 

“The mere use of liquor in the home 
has not been generally regarded as in- 
ae moral turpitude,” Judge Lewis 
said. 

In his concurring opinion, 
Kenyon said the prohibition act recog- 
nized a distinctioh between the manu- 
facture and posession and sales of 
liquor. ~ 

“The act itself, in this respect,” said 
Judge Kenyon, “recognized some moral 
distinction between the possession ,of 
liquor -for use in the home and liquor 
for sale.

a technical violation of the law, the 
use of it is not condemned by the 
national prohibition act.

“There is no inherent immorality in

Wreckage Like Plane.

Bertaud’s Telegram. 


The telegram sent by Bertaud to 
Levine read: 

“J did not enter the transatlantic 
flight from New York to Paris for 
money. I did it because I desire to 
do my part in making aviation history 
and because aviation is my life work. 
Appreciating, as I do, the spirit of the 
donors of pfize money I will accept 
none for myself but will donate my 
share to the families of Commander 
Davis and Lieut. Wooster, comrades of 
mine, who died in attempting the 
flight that I am trying 80 hard to go 
upon. 

“However, if you insist I will relin- 
quish to you or your company my 
share of ‘the prize money. I will not 
accept one dollar from you or your com-~- 
pany for this flight except my expenses, 
which I would be glad to pay myself 
if I were financially able to do so. 

“Although I have asked for protec- 
tion for my wife in the form of in- 
surance or its equivalent, she does, not 
ask for it and will not accept one dollar. 


Will Arrange Purchase. 


“In view of the facts, therefore, that 
I will not receive any money whatso- 
ever for making this flight, I know that 
you are big enough to assure me that 
I will be permitted to go on this flight 
with my partner, Clarence Chamberlin. 

“If you still desire to sell the plane 
on behalf of my friends, Chamberlin 
and Bellanca, I will arrange to pur- 
chase the plane for any price set upon 
it by experts and return the plane to 
you without cost. 

“I believe I have earned the right to 
make this trip and I can not therefore 
withdraw, but will fight for Clarence 
Chamberlin and myself to go upon this 
flight. Wire me your acceptance, Gar- 
den City hotel. I join with Chamberlain 
in wishing the best luck to my friendly 
rivals, Commander Byrd, Bert Acosta 
and Capt. Lindbergh. ‘May the best 
man win.” 


Byrd Praises Levine. 


Later this evening Bertaud said he 
had not héard from Levine in reply to 
his telegram, 

He also said that he had received in- 
formation that the weather was out of 
the question for a hop-off tomorrow, 
but was more promising than it had 
been, and that it looked hopeful for 
later in the week. 

After looking at the weather report 
tonight, Commander Byrd said that if 
he were ready to go tomorrow, he would 
not set out.

The announcement of the America’s 
two further weight-carrying tests il- 
lustrates the great pains of Comman- 
der Byrd to remove in advance doubts 
of success. Capt. Fonck’'s flight failed 
last falt-when- his plane failed to rise 
from the ground with its full: load. 
Commander Noel Davis was killed this 
spring in & test to determine whether 
his transatlantic plahe could lift its 
full load. Today’s anhouncement in- 
dicates that Byrd intends to make a 
test fight with almost 300 pounds more 
than the weight planned for take off 
on the fiight to Paris. 

The second flight of the America was 
made with a load of 13,280 pounds. The 
huge craft took to the air easily after 
a run of appfoximately 1,200 feet.

“FREE SPEECH” CRIMINALS. 


The United States Supreme Court has sus- 
tained the California statute making it a 
felony to organize .or join any organization 
in that State whose purpose is the promotion 
of any doctrine or precept advocating, teach- 
ing or aiding and abetting the commission of 
crime, sabotage (a willful and malicious physi- 
cal damage or injury to physical property), or 
unlawful acts of force and violence or ter- 
rorism, as a means of accomplishing industrial 
or political objects. 

Charlotte Anita Whitney and William Burns 
were convicted by a California court of viola- 
tion of this statute. Miss Whitney, in 1919, 
joined and was active in the organization of 
the communist labor party in California, This 
organization advocated and taught criminal 
syndicalism, as defined in the State act. Burns 
joined the I. W. W., which, the court declares, 
advocated unlawful force and unlawful activity. 

The defense was made that the statute is a 
restraint of the constitutional right of free 
speech and a denial of due process of law. 

The Supreme Court decides that the State 
law is not repugnant to “‘due process” in re- 
straint of free speech, assembly and associa- 
tion. The court holds that the State act is 
not an unreasonable or arbitrary exercise of 
the police power. 

The court then discusses free. speech, say- 
ing that it is not an absolute right to speak 
without responsibility whatever one may 
choose, or an unrestrained and unbridled 
license giving immunity for every possible use 
of language and preventing the punishment of 
those who abuse this freedom. 

“ The court holds that joining and furthering 
an organization: that menaces the peace and 
welfare of the State is an abuse of the right 
of free speech and of free assembly. The 
State may pun sh pin acts as inimical to the 
public welfare, 'tenat ng to incite crime, to dis- 
turb the public peace and to threaten the over- 
throw of the government by unlawful means. 

The criminals who defied this law of Cali- 
fornia were brazen enemies of society. They 
were supported by many radicals who suc- 
ceeded in convincing a respectable portion of 
the public that the syndicalism law was an 
abridgment of liberty. The radicals set up 
their own standards of speech and action, and 
then complained when collared by the law that 
they were victims of prejudice and war intoler- 
ance. They insisted upon being their own 
judges on the question of free speech and in- 
citement to crime. It'is well that these crjm- 
inal agitators and conspirators are to feel the 
force of the law that guards the government. 


ANOTHER OFFICIAL JUNKET. 


Commissioner William E. Humphrey, of 
the Federal Trade Commission, disagrees with 
other members of the commission in the mat- 
ter of authorizing a junketing trip by one of 
its attorneys. Mr, Humphrey charges his as- 
sociates with violation of the law. It wouid 
seem that Mr. Humphrey has furnished 
Comptroller General McCarl with a first-rate 
opportunity to do some more of that disapprov- 
ing for which the comptroller has made him- 
self famous. 

The majority of the commission decided to 
send Mr. Whitely, one of its attorneys, to Eng- 
land and France to make an investigation that 
might serve as the basis for ‘“‘certain interroga- 
tories which may possibly be propounded to 
witnesses in the commission’s inquiries into 
the operations of the Aluminum Company of 
America.”” In opposing the authority which 
the majority of the commission has granted to 

Mr. Whitely, Mr. Humphrey says that it is 
@ztremely doubtful. if the attorney can find 
witnesses to give the testimong that he antici- 
pates, and even if secured, there is doubt as 
to its competency under the allegations of the 
complaint. 


He calls attention to the wording of the 


law creating the Federal Trade Commission, 
which vests in the commission authority to 
‘prosecute any inquiry necessary to its duties 
in any. part of the United States.” That word- 
ing of the law, according to Mr. Humphrey, 
“indicates that Congress intended to prevent 
just such junketing trips as this.” 

“As there is no possible way to secure in- 
formation by Attorney Whitely on this trip 
‘that will be of any use in this case,” continues 
the commissioner in his protest, “it is easy 
to understand why the majority sent ‘him on 
_ this obscure and uncertain fishing expedition 
#ithout line, without sinker, without hook or 
q bait, for he

The Washington Boara of Trade has made 
plans for a comprehensive survey of the needs 
of the District, to be completed during the sum- 


Congress. Such matters as an equitable fiscal 
relation between the District and Federal gov- 
ernments, the acquisition of taxable property 
- for parks and public buildings and its relation 
to the tax problem, the matter of the water sup- 
ply and charges to be assessed against the loca] 
and Federal governments therefor, the bridge 
program, the traffic problem, street extensions, 
the National Guard armory and many others 
wHl be taken into consideration. 

This is an important task, one for which the 
Board of.Trade is peculiarly well fitted. Its 
membership is made up primarily of residents 
of Washington, men who know far better than 
nonresidents what Washington needs and 
wants. If the board goes about the task in a 
conservative manner much may come of. its 
report. 

Usually, however, a business man approaches 
his government in a manner different from his 
attitude in business, Through years of effort in 
building up a going commercial concern, he 
has learned that certain fundamental business 
rules. exist, which he takes into consideration 
in conducting his individual affairs. He knows, 
for instance; that before a purchase is made, a 
reasonable assurance as to the return it will 
bring must be at hand. He knows that before 
a loan can be negotiated “he must show ample 
security to his banker. Yet when he approaches 
a governmental agency these matters are fre- 
quently forgotten, and he makes requests which 
sober consideration would force him to — 
are ridiculous. 

That Congress is inclined to be niggardly 
with Washington can not be denied.

GROWTH OF THE AIR MAIL. 


Since the new 10 cents per half ounce air- 
mail.rate went into effect this service has in- 
creased steadily, and the business for the 
month just passed established a new high 
record. During April approximately 1,800,000 
letters were carried over the fourteen contract 
routes, for which the contractors were paid 
nearly $135,000 by the government. Air mails 


Chicago overnight routes have shown cor- 
responding increases. Last July the contract 
routes carried about 28,000 pounds of matter. 
During the month just passed they carried 
45,800 pounds. 

The extensive use of these services is the 
best indication of their value to the public. 
Despite the comparatively high cost of the 
air mail, businesses and individuals have been 


are turning more and more to the use of the 
facilities offered. Yet this is not the only 
gain derived from the United States air mail. 

So much has been written and published re- 
garding the air progress of European nations 
that the average individual is apt to feel that 
the United States is lagging far behind in the 
development of air transport. Europe, of 
course, has made progress in its use and de- 
velopment of commercial craft... Nowhere else 
in the world, however, can there be found a 
commercial organization comparable to the 
air-mail system of the United States. Flying 
through storm and fog, through daylight and 
dark, 365 days a year, over the widest diver- 
sity of terrain, with an efficiency performance 
record approaching the perfect, the air mail 
is something of which America may well be 
proud, and constitutes an achievement of which 
the world has never seen the like. 

Through the air mail the public is receiving 
an express postal service of inestimable eco- 
nomic values Through it the science of avia- 
tion is building up a fund of flying lore, gained 
under every conceivable disadvantage and 
handicap. In it such aviators as Bertaud and 
Lindbergh are being traimed. The United 
States air-mail system, including the contract 
routes, is an increasingly valuable adjunct 
of the national defense,

The postponement of the proposed celebra- 
tion at Avignon of the six hundredth anni- 
versary of Petrarch’s first meeting with Laura 
has caused a lull, for the present at least, in 
the somewhat: heated discussions concerning 


course, the question as to whether Laura was, 
or was not, the inspirer of the “Canzoniere,” 
and whether, indeed, she was a real’ person at 
all. So many theories as'to her identity have 
been put foyward that one becomes bewildered 
in the maze, and is inclined to accept the sug- 
gestion of Petrarch’s intimate friend, Bishop 
Giacomo Colonna, that the poet simply in- 
vented her as the object of his amorous fancies 
and the source of his feigned sighs and tears. 
At all events, it does not seem at all likely 
that at this late day much new light will be 
shed on. what Sir Philip Sidney, writing in 
the sixteenth century, already called ‘‘poor 
Petrarch’s long-deceased woes.’ 

There is, however, another facet, of the 
poet’s affections which the recent flood of argu- 
ment has washed clear, and that is his love of 
books. Even as a child he appreciated the 
verborum duleedo quaedam et sonoritas of 
Cicero before 2 could master the meaning. 
In later life he describes his library as his 
adopted daughter, and tells us that in books he

COST OF GOVERNMENT. 


Among the vanishing theories is the one 
which held that duties and obligations passed 
on to, the government, either State or local, 
ceased in some mysterious manner to be a 
burden to the individual. James A, Emery, 
general counsel to the National Association of 
Manufacturers, in an address before the semi- 
annual conference of the National Industria! 
Council reveals the most cogent reason for 
this change in public thought. 

In the six-year period from 1919 to 1926, 
according to Mr. Emery, Federal taxation has 
fallen from a per capita figure of $42.86 to 


$27.36, but in the same period State and local 
taxation has advanced from $28.24 to $45.18. 
The total reveals an annual drain of $72.54 
upon each individual in the United States. 

‘‘What do these gigantic figures. mean,’’ Mr. 
Emery asked, “‘in terms of production, saving 
and self-denial to the citizen who must carry 
the burden? It means that from New Year’s 
until the first of March the production and 
services of the nation are absorbed by its goy- 
ernments. It means that for every eleven 
wage earners there is one recipient of govern- 
ment compensation. It means an annual ex- 
penditure for and by “American government in 
all its forms of a sum equal to the value in 
1925 of all the crops raised on six and one-half 
million farms, embracing more than 340,000,- 
000 acres of land.” 

The figures should mean more than that to 
the individual. They mean that the cost of 
government, once regarded as an index of the 
nation’s greatness, has reached a point where 
it may easily become overwhelming,:and that 
in return for so heavy a burden there should 
be adequate services rendered. S&acking some 
such return for the money contributed, the 
public may well determine where necessity in 
public service ends and luxury begins. 


TREASON IN FOOTBALL. 


Criticism of college football as a-commercial- 
ized sport has been a means of maintaining in- 
terest in many an off-season. Attacks upon the 
game because of its refinement may be ex- 
pected now that Yale has agreed to abolish 
“scouting” with all of its scheduled* opponents 
to 1927. The “old grad,” steeped in the tradi- 
tion of mass play football and the flying wedge, 
probably will never recover from the shock. 


Football “scouting” is one of the most high- 


ly specialized and technical phases of the sport. 


A football “‘scout,” usually an alumnus, at-, 


tends all of the games played by some institu- 
tion, which the eleven representing his alma 
mater is to meet. Seated at a point of vantage 
it is his duty to observe, diagnose and chart all 
of the formations and plays used by the team 
under his scrutiny. The practice is mutual and 
general, so that when two elevens meet each 
knows just what form of offense and defense 
the other is going to use. 

“The practice of securing expert reports on 
the play and players of opposing teams has 
rapidly developed into a formal and expensive 
system contrary to the best interests and spirit 
of college sport,’’ is the official position taken 
by the Yale authorities. = 2

NCE there was a brilliant man who said:

In communities where a written statue is contrary to popular opinion 
the only way to enforce the thing is to employ enough brute force to 
overwhelm the people—and even then the statute will be scorned in 


ppblic and violated in secret. 


Those who believe all law sacred merely because it is law may fret and 
fume about it, but that’s the way human nature functions and the way 


it always will function. 


Students of events may blame the present disregard of law on the war 
or any other thing they choose, but the simple fact is that crime waves 
exist because the people as a whole are not outraged by.crime.

His 
physician said he ought to have a stim- 
ulant, and prescribed whisky to be 
taken in doses of two tablespoonfuls 
each day.

Add that to 
the cost of the liquor, it brought the 
cost up to $4.50. per pint. The phy- 
sician’s instructions were to continue 
the stimulant for 60 days. Had he 
been permitted to give the order for 
the full 60 days my friend would have 
saved seyeral dollars expended for re- 
newed prescriptions.

Ly; J. C. BLOODGOOD says Vin- 
cent’s angina is one of the most 
common mouth disorders. It in- 
creases in prevalance year by year. This 
increase, he says, is associated, or coin- 
cident, with overcrowding, ovérheating 
in winter, the closed automobile, and 


‘the increasing number of largé audi- 


ences in small, badly ventilated rooms 
and halls. It can be cured and it can be 
prevented. For all of these reasons he 
dentists, and the 
public to know Vincent‘s angina when 


| they see it, or at least to suspect it. 


ortunately, it does not lead to cancer. 
herefore, it is important to differenti- 


‘| ate it from those diseases which are the 


forerunners of the more dangerous dis- 
ease—cancer. 


Vincent’s angina starts as a small, red 
patch. The patch may be on the gums, 
or near the teeth, or almost anywhere 
in the mouth. Instead of being a single, 
small patch, it may take the form of a 
great, red area, but such an area is 
nothing more than a collection of 
patches. A simple, microscopi> exami- 
nation of secretion from the patch is all 
that is needed to make the diagnosis. 

The remedy is perborate of soda. The 
physician or dentist makes a thick, 
creamy paste of this and rubs it on the 


gums and teeth, or on the patch when. 


it is elsewhere than on the gums. This 
stays on and forms for about five min- 
utes. Then the mouth is rinsed with 
warm water. This process should be re- 
peated by the physician or dentist daily 
for about a wéek. In addition, the pa- 
tient uses a strong solution of perbor- 
ate of soda as a mouth wash several 
times a day | 

A -week’s treatment of this sort will 
cure practically all the cases of Vin- 
cent’s angina, or trench mouth, that are 
really that disorder, and without com- 
plications. To prevent the disorder, Dr. 
Bloodgood recommends that sodium 
perborate solution be used as a mouth 
and tooth wash several times a week. 
He especially recommends that dentists 
have it in their cffices and that’ they 
use it as a routine measure for putting 
th; teeth.and gums in order before all 
sorts of manipulations. He would have 
physicians use it before they explore 
the mouth -much. 


‘His advice to the public is that they 
aveid overcrowded, badly ventilated 
places, especially in winter. 

Dr. Bloodgood repeats his often given 
advice about’ those mouth disorders 
which lay the foundation for cancer. 
About the most important of these are 
leukoplakia, or white patches in the 
mouth. He says this is caused by to-

bacco and tobacco only. The treat- 
ment consists in discontinuing tobac- 
co until every sign of the patch is 
gone. 

The enlarged red patches at the base 
of the tongue are cue to the use of 
tebacco and to the irritation from 
dirty, jagged teeth. To cure them to- 
bacco should be discontinued and the 
teeth should be put in order. Areas 
of irritation call for cleaning and pol- 
ishing the teeth and the temporary 
discontinuance of tobacco. 

Ulcers should be treated according 
to the cause which underlies them,

EAR VIOLA PARIS: Will you 
D please tell me how I can lose the 

fat on my arms? My skin is very 
dry and peels and itches all the time. 
Please tell me. what I can do for it. 

DIMPLES. : 

’ Answer—Although you have not told 
me what your present weight and height 
are, L think that if you will keep your 
weight. at the normal amount, the size 
of your arms will naturally become 
normal. ‘You can help matters a good 
deal by vigorous arm exercises. Swing- 
ing the arms in circles, dumb bell and 
Indian club exercises, and games such 
as tennis, basketball and golf would 
all be excellent for. you. 

From your description I can not tell 
just how serious is the, condition of 
your skin. If the trouble amounts to 
an eczema, you ought to consult a phy- 
sician..Perhaps your skin is too dry and 
would be soothed by rubbing on a body 
oil, particularly after bathing. You 
should not take baths of very high tem- 
perature. Be careful not to irritate the 
skin further by undue rubbing or 
scratching. 


Dear Viola Pdris: How do you apply 
cold cream to the face before putting 
on powder? To get rid of pimples, what 
foods should be avoided? What is an 
easy way of getting rid of warts? Is the 
soap: that is left on the scalp after 
washing a cause of dandruff? C.E. 

Answer—I am sorry that I could not 
print the answers to your questions on 
the day that you requested. You see, it 
takes some time for your letter to reach 
me, and, even then, it could not, for 
mechanical reasons, be published im- 
mediately. 

I do not think that it;is a good idea 
to apply cold cream to the face before 
powdering. Some persons with extreme- 
ly dry skins have found the method 
successful, but in most cases it simply 
clogs the pores- and causes an accumu- 
lation. of grime. Any cosmetic that is 
used before powdering should be ex- 
tremely light and fluffy in texture, and 
should be applied sparingly and then 
wiped off. A liquid is probably the best 
thing to use. 

To improve the complexion and 
avoid blemishes, it is necessary to fol- 
low a very sensible diet stressing fruits, 
vegetables, whole-grain breads and 
cereals and only simple desserts. You 
should give up heavy, fried or spiced 
foods, rich. gravies and sauces, fat 
meats, pastry, cake, candy and soda- 
fountain drinks, Keep the body clean 
both inside and out. 

Here is a simple remedy for the or- 
dinary type of wart. It can be fol- 
lowed each day until the wart drops 
off naturally. Anoint the skin imme- 
diately around the wart with vaseline 
or something similarly oily. With a 
toothpick put a very little nitric acid 
directly on the wart. The vaseline is to 
protect the skin. 

From the way your question is put, 
it would seem that you think some soap 


ought to be-left on the scalp after the | / 


shampoo. This is not correct. All of 
the soap should be well rinsed out. 
However, if a little soap were left on 
the scalp, it would not cause true dan- 
druff. It would make the hair stiff 
and might result in an accumulated 
crust on. the scalp, but this could hard- 
ly be called dandruff.

Answer: This may be a case for a 
scalp specialist, but I shall be glad to 
give you some advice for a simple home 
treatment. Apply castor oil quite warm 
directly to the.scalp, rubbing it gently. 
Use as much of the oil as the scalp 
will conveniently take. Leave this on 
for a few hours, then wash the head 
with a solution of pure castile soap 
and dry carefully with a warm towel. 
This can be done every other day. On 
alternate days merely apply a little of 
the warm oil to the scalp after parting 
the hair in narrow sections. This ap- 
plication can be rather sparing so as 
not to make the hair too oily. If this 
treatment doesn’t help, I wish that you 
would let me hear from you again.

The main office of the American Se- 
curity & Trust Co., at Fifteenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue, shortly will 
be improved by an addition to the pres- 
ent handsome quarters, according to 
announcement yesterday by Charles J. 
Bell, president. 

Whether the improvements contem- 
plated will merely take the form of an 
extension on, the Fifteenth street side 
of the present structure only, or 
whether it will develop that with the 


extension will go up a building with 
office floors above the banking rooms, 
will be determined by a committee ap- 
pointed to consider plans which the 
board will later be asked to pass on. 

The main office of the trust company, 
which Was erected in 1905, is one of the 
handsomest of the city’s imposing bank 
buildings, but the growth of business 
in each of the departments of the in- 
stitution has been such that it has 
been found necessary to acquire addi- 
tional space from time to time. The 
present building has a floor space of 
6,900 square feet, while the four stores 
on Fifteenth street, which the com- 
pany is now using and which are to be 
improved by the new building, will in- 
mb the floor space by 11,300 square 
eet. 

The capital stock of the company is 
$3,400,000, and is held by 608 stock- 
holders with an average holding of 56 
shares each. Surplus and undivided 
profits totaled $3,447,743.18, on March 
23, the last call of the comptroller of 
the currency, while total resources 
reached $37,357,560.56. Deposits, which 
on March 23 reached $29,878,435.36, 
showed a gain of $605,397.54 over the 


preceding Treasury call on December 
31, 1926. 


Banks to Keep Old Hours. 


That there will be no early closing 
of Washington banks during the sum- 
mer months this year was the decision 
reached yesterday by the District Bank- 
‘ers association at a meeting called for 

the purpose of hearing the report of a 
special committee appointed to en- 
deavor to work out a plan. 

While sentiment among the’ banks 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the 2 
o'clock closing plan, the association 
was informed that all of the institu- 
tions would not agree at the present 
time to its adoption. The chief objec- 
tion to early closing seemed to be 
brought about by certain contractual 
relations of some of the institutions 
with regard to safe deposit business, 
and the majority of bankers favored the 
closing of all departments or none at 
all. It is believed that much progress 
was made, and it is not considered un- 
likely that with directorates making 
necessary changes in bylaws the early 
closing plan may become an actuality 
next summer. 

“We have made very good progress.” 
said. Howard Moran, sieaiades - the 
association, “and it is more than pos- 
sible that had the activity on this 
question started sooner, additional 
progress would have been made. This 
matter will undoubtedly’ come up for 
consideration next year, and an effort 
will be made to conform to daylight 


saving, which exists in other cities. of 
the country.” 


Activity on Exchange. 


Unlike the sluggish market of the 
day before and the more quiet days of 
last week, trading on the Washington 
Stock Exchange yesterday blossomed 
into activity and in a session that was 
encouragingly broad, many of the is- 
sues accomplishing fractional or better 
gains. 

While not the leader in volume of 
turnover, perhaps the most interesting 
stock ‘was that of Lanston Montoype, 
which has been enjoying. an upward 
movement.

Coolidge’s Speech to Doctros. 


’ The full text of President Coolidge’s 
address follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

America has so many elements of 
greatness that it is difficult to decide 
which is the most important. It is 
probable that a careful eonsideration 
would reveal that the progress of civ- 
ilization is so much a matter of in- 
terdependence’ that we could not dis- 
pense with any of them without great 
sacrifice... But those who have wit- 
nessed the general paralysis which pre- 
vails when even a moderate epidemic 
breaks out can not help but realize 
that one of the most important fac- 
tors of our everyday existence is the 
public health, which has come to be 
dependent upon sanitation and the 
medical profession. We are constantly 
in receipt of the beneficial activities 
of these efforts in the dispostion of 
waste, the water we drnk. the food we 
eat, and even in the dig we breathe. 
This great work is carried on partly 
through private initiative, partly 
through government effort, partly by 
a combination of these two working 
in harmony with the science of chem- 
istry, of engineering, and of applied 
medicine. In its main aspects it is 
preventive, but in a very large field it 
is remedial. Without this service our 
large centers of population would be 
overwhelmed and dissipated almost in 
a day and the modern organization of 
society would be altogether destroyed. 
The debt which we owe to the science 
of medicine is simply beyond compu- 
tation or comprehension. 

These benefits have almost all come 
to the world within a few generations. 
Pure science, as we understand the 
term, has a very recent origin. In fact, 
we do not go back but a short distance 
to find the first modern comprehension 
of the difference between sound 
thought and visionary speculation. 
Since that day we have come to what 
is known as the scientific age. Almost 
all over the world men are making ob- 
servations, collecting accurate informa- 
tion, comparing ascertained facts, and 
working toward established conclusions, 
Although great progress has been made 
and certain fundamental rules have 
become well established, we can not yet 
estimate the development of scientific 
research as much more than begun. 
But great effort is being put out all 
around us and a constant advancement 
of knowledge is in progress. This has 
been especially true in the science of 
medicine. Many of the diseases which 
laid a heavy toll on life have been en- 
tirely eradicated and many others have 
been greatly circumscribed. The aver- 
age length of life has been much in- 
creased. But there is still an enormous 
economic loss in sickness, and the list 
of maladies for which no remedy is 
known is still large. How far the mind 
has an effect on the body is not yet ac- 
curately known. What mental reac- 
tions may be set up to preserve health 
or combat disease can not yet be stated. 


Open Mind Necessary. 


If there is any one thing which the 
progress of science has taught us, it is 
the necessity of an open mind. With- 
out this attitude very little advance 
could be made. Truth must always be 
able to demonstrate itself. But when it 
has been demonstrated, in whatsoever 
direction it may lead, it ought to be fol- 
lowed. The remarkable ability of 
America to adopt this policy has been 
one of the leading factors in its rise to 
power. When a principle has been 
demonstrated, the American people have 
not hesitated to adopt it and put it 
into practice. Being free from the un- 
warranted impediments of custom and 
caste, we have been able to accept 
whole-heartedly the results of research 
and investigation and the benefits of 
discovery and invention. 

This policy has been she practical 
working out of the applied theory of 
efficiency in life. We have opened our 
mines and assembled coal and iron 
with which we have wrought wonder- 
ful machimery, we have harnessed our 
water power, we have directed inven- 
tion to agriculture, the result of which 
has= been to put more power at the 
disposal of the individual, eliminating 
waste and increasing production. It 
has all been a coordination of effort, 
which kas raised the whole standard 
of life. 

In the development of this general 
olicy the science of medicine has had 
ts part to play. No tendencies in re- 
cent history have been more outstand- 
ing than those toward conservation and 
cooperation, both in public and in pri- 
vate activities. For years the value of 
conservation of our material resources, 
forests, mineral deposits, water power, 
animal life,* has been generally recog- 
nized. Movements have been started 
to-cut down waste and unnecessary 
destruction in business and industrial 
operations. We are practicing economy 
in our governmental affairs. But the 
conservation of human health and life 
is one of the greatest achievements in 
the advance of civilization, both s0- 
cially and economically.

ing life of English-speaking men had 
been doubled within three, centuries.

mator Smoot, chairman of the com- 
mission, in announcing postponement 
of. decision on questions regarding 
construction of Federal’ buildings as 
Separate units or a single structure, 
@ntil another meeting, said that ar- 
chitects of national reputation would 
come here for a series of conferences 
between commission members and 
Treasury Department officials having 
to do with the building program, to 
give them the benefit of their know!- 
edge in securing the best arrangement 
possible. 


Plaza Plan Considered. 


Commission members expressed belief 
that the Department of Justice struc- 
ture can be arranged for easily in an- 
other part: of the triangle, in order 
that the intersection of Fifteenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue may be broad- 
ened to relieve future congested traf- 
fic conditions. This would be effected
